While  diverse  is  the  best  way  to  describe  Missouri  agriculture,  dynamic  is  the  word  that  best 
explains  the  Missouri  Department  of  Agriculture's  operations.  What  is  now  the  Missouri 
Department  of  Agriculture  was  established  in  the  mid- 1800s  to  represent  the  diverse  interests  of 
the  state's  vast  agricultural  industry.  The  department  has  the  dual  responsibility  of  protecting  the 
state's  producers,  processors,  distributors  and  consumers  of  food,  fuel  and  fiber,  while  marketing 
Missouri  products  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  Missouri  Department  of  Agriculture  has  adopted  the  following  vision  and  mission 
statements  to  help  direct  the  agency's  regulatory,  promotional  and  policy-making  activities 
toward  a  common  goal:

Appointed  by  the  governor  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  the  director  determines  department 
policy,  represents  the  administration  on  agricultural  and  marketing  matters  and  serves  as  a  liaison 
to  the  governor,  legislature,  rural  communities  and  numerous  organizations.  Housed  in  the 
director's  office  are  the  department's  administrative  and  support  functions:  fiscal,  personnel, 
public  affairs,  information  technology,  budget,  and  policy  and  planning. 

The  director  is  a  standing  member  of  the  State  Milk  Board,  the  Missouri  Wine  and  Grape  Board, 
the  Missouri  State  Fair  Commission,  the  Missouri  Soil  and  Water  Districts  Commission,  the 
Missouri  Development  Finance  Board,  the  Missouri  Petroleum  Storage  Tank  Insurance  Fund, 
and  the  Missouri  Agricultural  and  Small  Business  Development  Authority.

The  Agriculture  Development  Division  helps  create  opportunities  for  success  for  Missouri's 
farmers  and  agribusinesses.  Division  staff  help  facilitate  growth  in  Missouri's  agriculture-based 
businesses  by  providing  business  counseling,  information,  and  training  on  a  sector-by- sector 
basis. 

AgriMissouri 

AgriMissouri  provides  marketing  assistance  to  Missouri's  farmers,  producers,  agribusinesses, 

agritourism  businesses  and  farmers'  markets.  It  is  the  leader  in  the  promotion  of  Missouri 


agricultural  products  and  destinations  to  consumers,  retailers,  chefs  and  the  media  through  the 
use  of  the  AgriMissouri  brand. 

Domestic  Marketing  Program 

The  Domestic  Marketing  Program  creates  opportunities  for  Missouri  producers  and  agribusiness 
through  industry  growth,  business  counseling  and  training,  and  marketing  and  promotional 
programs  to  grow  demand  for  agricultural  products. 

Grow  Native 

Grow  Native!  is  a  joint  program  of  the  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  and  the  Missouri 
Department  of  Agriculture.  Grow  Native!  enables  consumers  to  choose  and  use  native  plants  for 
any  landscape.  Grow  Native!  also  provides  marketing  and  business  expertise  to  increase 
profitability  for  native  plant  businesses  and  services. 

International  Marketing  Program 

The  International  Marketing  Program  assists  Missouri's  farmers,  agricultural  businesses,  food 

processors  and  forestry  product  companies  with  a  variety  of  export-related  services. 

Market  News 

Market  News  provides  Missouri  producers  an  unbiased,  reliable,  accurate  and  timely  source  for 
livestock  and  grain  market  information.  The  program  aids  producers  in  production  planning  and 
provides  a  more  even  playing  field  in  the  marketplace. 

Outreach 

Programs  instill  an  interest  in  agriculture  in  Missouri's  youth  and  provide  specialized  financial 

assistance  to  youth  through  loans,  loan  guarantees  and  grants.  Outreach  staff  provide 

development  programs  that  encourage  Missouri  youth  to  pursue  agricultural  degrees  and  careers. 

The  program  also  provides  services  to  the  state's  organized  commodity  associations,  by 

coordinating  merchandising  council  elections  and  sponsoring  numerous  promotional 

opportunities. 

Wine  and  Grape  Board 

The  Wine  and  Grape  Board  is  responsible  for  researching,  developing  and  promoting  Missouri 
grapes,  juices  and  wine.  The  Board  is  funded  by  a  tax  on  all  wine  sold  in  Missouri.  These  funds 
support  the  program's  three  sections:  enology  and  viticulture  advisory  services,  research  and 
promotion  and  marketing.

The  authority  helps  new  and  expanding  agricultural  producers  finance  their  operations  and  add 
value  to  their  products  through  loan,  grant  and  tax  credit  programs. 
A  seven-member  commission  oversees  the  administration  of  the  Beginning  Farmer  Loan 
Program,  the  Single-Purpose  Animal  Facilities  Loan  Program,  the  Animal  Waste  Treatment 
System  Loan  Program,  the  Missouri  Value-Added  Loan  Guarantee  Program,  the  Missouri  Value- 
Added  Grant  Program,  the  New  Generation  Cooperative  Incentive  Tax  Credit  Program,  and  the 
Agricultural  Product  Utilization  Contributor  Tax  Credit  Program.

Missouri's  livestock  and  poultry  industries  and  related  products  account  for  more  than  half  of  the 
state's  annual  agricultural  receipts.  The  Animal  Health  Division,  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Veterinarian,  is  responsible  for  controlling,  eradicating  and  testing  for  livestock  disease  in 
Missouri.  Stringent  animal  health  regulations  and  rigorous  testing  programs  help  keep  Missouri 
free  from  costly  and  threatening  livestock  diseases  and  enable  farmers  to  participate  in  the  global 
marketplace. 

The  Animal  Health  Division  administers  programs  for  poultry,  cattle,  swine,  horses,  exotic 
animals,  sheep,  goats  and  companion  animals.  Additional  programs  that  regulate  livestock 
markets  and  dealers,  livestock  branding  and  rendering  plants  provide  producer  and  consumer 
protection.  Animal  health  laboratories  in  Jefferson  City  and  Springfield  make  up  a  statewide 
diagnostic  laboratory  system.  A  staff  of  veterinarians,  animal  health  officials  and  administrative 
professionals  interact  with  the  2,176  licensed  veterinarians  in  Missouri. 

The  mobile  quality  assurance  program,  "Beef  Quality  Is  Every  Cattleman's  Business",  an 
electronic  animal  identification  pilot  project  and  the  successful  implementation  of  a  state  meat 
inspection  program  round  out  the  division's  services. 

New  programs  have  been  added  to  help  increase  producer  awareness  and  understanding  of 
environmental  issues  that  affect  animal  agriculture  and  to  plan  for  animal  emergencies  such  as 
foreign  animal  disease  introduction,  natural  disasters  and  bioterrorism  incidents.

Missouri's  grain  industry  is  one  of  the  heartiest  in  the  nation,  largely  due  to  producer  integrity, 
reputable  grain  businesses  and  the  regulatory  work  of  this  division.  Show-Me  State  producers 
annually  harvest  650  million  bushels  of  grain  valued  at  more  than  $2  billion. 

Grain  Inspection  Services 

This  program  inspects,  grades  and  weighs  grain  stored  in  or  moved  through  Missouri.  The 
program  facilitates  the  marketing  of  grain  and  rice  by  providing  timely  service  and  ensuring  a 
fair  market  value.  Services  are  provided  at  laboratories  in  Kansas  City,  Laddonia,  Marshall, 
New  Madrid  and  St.  Joseph. 

Grain  Regulatory  Services 

This  program  protects  the  public  interest  by  regulating  public  grain  warehouse  storage  facilities 

and  the  state's  grain  buyers.  Approximately  200  grain  warehouses  and  400  grain  dealers  are 

licensed,  bonded  and  audited  annually  by  the  Grain  Regulatory  Services  staff  to  ensure  that  the 

licensees  are  fiscally  sound  and  in  compliance  with  the  state's  grain  warehouse  and  grain  dealer 

laws.

Often  this  division's  work  is  carried  out  behind  the  scenes,  well  out  of  the  public  eye.  Yet  it  is 
vital  to  producer  and  consumer  protection.  The  division  works  to  prevent  the  spread  of  harmful 
insects  and  plant  diseases;  certifies  and  licenses  commercial  and  private  pesticide  applicators; 
assures  label  accuracy  and  quality  of  commercial  feeds  and  seeds;  and  inspects  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  to  assure  quality  and  grade. 


Bureau  of  Feed  and  Seed 

The  bureau  participates  in  a  Bovine  Spongiform  Encephalopathy  (BSE)  prevention  program  and 
enforces  laws  and  regulations  designed  to  help  producers  choose  products  that  best  suit  their 
needs.  The  program  ensures  all  labels  are  standardized  and  tests  feed  and  seed  samples  to 
guarantee  the  content  meets  labeling  claims. 

Bureau  of  Pesticide  Control 

This  office  monitors  the  sale  and  use  of  pesticides,  a  vital  part  of  agriculture  production  in  the 

state.  The  bureau  also  inspects  applicator  use  records,  dealer  sales,  certification  credentials, 

applicator  training  records  and  pesticide  sales,  and  works  to  promote  best  management  practices 

for  pesticide  use. 

Bureau  of  Plant  Pest  Control 

This  bureau  works  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  harmful  insect  pests  and  plant 

diseases  through  surveys,  quarantines  and  the  annual  inspection  and  certification  of  nurseries  and 

greenhouses.  The  bureau  annually  inspects  more  than  7,000  acres  of  nursery  stock,  issues  more 

than  1,500  nursery  dealer  certificates  and  certifies  approximately  1,000  export  transactions  on 

$200  million  worth  of  goods. 

Bureau  of  Integrated  Pest  Management 

The  goal  of  this  office  is  to  emphasize  biological  and  cultural  pest  control  and  resistant  plant  use 
to  help  farmers  reduce  chemical  pesticide  use  and  to  help  implement  practices  that  reduce  the 
reliance  on  non-renewable  resources.  Programs  include  the  eradication  of  Boll  Weevil  in 
Missouri  cotton,  hypoxia  education  and  stewardship,  integrated  pest  management  concepts  and 
education  for  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

Through  its  Forest  Resources  Program,  the  division  enforces  laws  to  control  and  eradicate 
Johnson  Grass  and  regulates  production  and  sales  of  treated  timber.  The  division  also  offers 
Fresh  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Inspections  to  assure  handlers  of  fruits  and  vegetables  that  their 
products  meet  quality  grades  and  purchase  agreement  standards.

The  work  performed  by  this  division  touches  the  lives  of  all  Missourians.  Known  as  one  of  the 
department's  consumer  protection  arms,  the  division  protects  buyers  and  sellers  whenever  goods 
and  services  are  exchanged.  Its  responsibilities  include:  inspecting  the  accuracy  of  weighing 
and  metering  devices;  providing  precise  calibration  of  equipment;  ensuring  fuel  quality; 
inspecting  eggs;  and  ensuring  milk  is  not  sold  under  cost. 

Device  and  Commodity  Inspection 

Consumer  confidence  can  only  be  gained  by  ensuring  that  shoppers  get  what  they  pay  for. 
Employees  annually  visit  14,000  businesses,  test  24,000  scales  and  check  more  than  12,000 
prepackaged  commodities.  Inspectors  candle  824,000  eggs  at  wholesale  and  retail  locations  to 
ensure  quality. 

Fuel  Quality  Program 

Through  its  aggressive  inspection  and  testing  program  that  annually  performs  more  than  52,000 

tests  on  8,000  samples,  this  program  keeps  octane  mislabeling  low  and  fuel  quality  standards 

high. 

Metrology  Laboratory/Moisture  Meter  Program 

This  program  annually  certifies  more  than  5,300  test  weights,  200  test  measures,  30  volume 

pro  vers;  issues  between  500-550  metrology  certificates  and  inspects  more  than  500  grain 

moisture  meters. 

Petroleum/Propane/Anhydrous  Ammonia  Program 

Fairness  and  safety  are  the  goals  of  this  program.  Twice  a  year,  field  staff  inspect  70,000 

gasoline  pumps.  Annually  they  conduct  3,800  LPG  safety  inspections.

The  mission  at  the  Missouri  State  Fair  is  to  showcase  and  inspire  the  best  in  Missouri  agriculture, 
agribusiness,  domestic  arts  and  fine  arts  through  competition  and  educational  experiences  and  to 
offer  quality  entertainment.  The  1 1-day  celebration  takes  place  in  August  in  Sedalia.  Over
